Commodus  would  seem  to  have  received  the  tribunician  power  either  very  late 
in  a.d.  176  (after  December  10th)  or  early  in  a.d.  177.  In  any  case  his  coins  show 
him  as  tr.p.  early  in  177,  but  then  suddenly  he  changes  to  tr.p.ii.  and  advances  to 
tr.p.iii.  on  December  10th. 

The  only  conceivable  explanation  is  that  after  the  tr.p.  issue  of  early  a.d.  177 
it  was  decided  to  put  back  the  date  on  which  he  had  first  received  the  tribunician 
power  to  before  December  10th,  a.d.  176.  By  means  of  this  legal  fiction  Commodus 
would  be  able  to  count  his  second  tribunician  year  as  beginning  from  this  date.

N.B. — From  about  the  middle  of  the  third  century,  many  of  the  titles  and  powers 
described  in  this  article  gradually  fall  out  of  use  on  the  coinage,  and  the  dating  of 
the  issues  of  the  later  Empire  is,  unfortunately,  a  subject  too  complex  to  be  discussed 
in  an  article  of  this  scope. 

The  interesting  series  of  bronze  and  billon  coins  with  Greek  inscriptions,  from 
the  mint  of  Alexandria  in  Egypt,  is  also  worthy  of  mention  in  this  article  on  dating. 
Covering  a  period  of  about  300  years  (Augustus — Diocletian),  these  coins  are  of 
particular  interest  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  they  are  normally  dated  with  the  regnal 
year  of  the  emperor,  i.e.  A=year  1,  B=year  2,  r=year  3,  j=year  4,  etc.  Collectors 
will  find  them  particularly  useful  in  the  case  of  emperors,  such  as  Nero  and  Hadrian, 
whose  pure  Roman  coins  are  very  poorly  dated. 


SOME  NOTES  ON  THE  COINS  OF  ARMENIA. 

By  Jean-Paul  Divo. 

During  the  eleventh  century  large  numbers  of  Christian  Armenians  fled  from  the  Muslems 
to  the  more  inaccessible  mountains  of  Cilicia  (situated  in  the  south-eastern  part  of  what  is 
now  Turkey).  It  was  first  a  barony  under  the  suzerainty  of  Constantinople.  In  1196,  Leo  ol 
the  Rupenid  dynasty  proclaimed  himself  King,  a  title  which  was  soon  to  be  acknowledged  by 
various  European  rulers.  Leo’s  successors  reigned  until  1375,  when  the  Kingdom  of  Armenia 
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Fig.  1.  Leo  I,  gold  tahegan. 

fell  into  the  hands  of  the  Infidels;  the  last  king  died  in  exile  in  Paris.  So  much  for  the 
historical  introduction  .  .  . 

The  coinage  of  the  Kings  of  Armenia  is  most  interesting,  but  there  is  very  little  literature 
available.  Apart  from  a  number  of  articles  in  numismatic  periodicals,  only  a  few  books

(published  during  the  last  century)  deal  with  this  series.  The  standard  work,  based  on  notes 
of  the  historian  P.  C.  Sibilian  and  written  in  Armenian,  w'as  published  in  Vienna  in  1892. 

In  order  to  help  the  collector,  a  rough  survey  of  the  Armenian  royal  coinage  is  given  in 
this  article  and  the  following  table  is  a  chronological  list  of  the  kings,  all  of  whom  are  known

Leo  I  (1196-1219)  is  given  in  some  books  as  Leo  II.  This  is  wrong  however,  as  he  is  the  first 
king  of  that  name:  a  previous  ruler  of  Armenia  called  Leo,  was  only  a  baron. 

The  coinage,  consisting  of  gold,  silver,  billon  and  copper  coins,  includes  the  following 
denominations : 


Gold:  tahegan. 

Silver:  double  tram,  tram  (later  called  tacorin),  half-tram. 

Silver  or  billon:  denier. 

Copper:  double  pogh,  pogh,  half-pogh. 

Double  trams  were  struck  by  Leo  I  only  and  gold  coins  were  issued  until  Leo  II  inclusive.

After  Hethum  II  the  issue  of  copper  coins  was  also  abandoned  and  from  that  time  onwards 
practically  only  small  and  crude  billon  coins  were  minted.

The  obverse  motive  most  frequently  used  is  the  king  seated  on  the  throne,  holding  cross 
and  sceptre.  On  some  coins  the  whole  figure  is  replaced  by  a  portrait,  while  from  Leo  II 
onwards  the  king  is  often  shown  on  horseback  (Fig.  9).  The  reverse  frequently  shows  one  or

two  lions,  the  heraldic  symbol  of  Armenia.  Later  this  is  replaced  by  a  cross,  occasionally 
with  stars  in  angles.  The  so-called  “  coronation  ”  issue  of  Leo  I  shows  the  king  standing 
before  Christ,  while  a  dove  descends  from  heaven  (Fig.  3).  The  first  coinage  of  Hethum  I,

the  son-in-law  of  Leo  I,  shows  the  king  together  with  his  wife  Zabel  (Fig.  4). 

Obverse  legends  give  name  and  title  of  the  ruler,  while  the  reverse  has  a  variation  of  the 
European  “  Dei  Gratia  ”  i.e.  “  through  the  power  of  God.”  The  legend  on  most  copper 
coins  indicates  the  mint,  i.e.  “  struck  in  the  town  of  Sis.”

A  few  words  about  the  rarity  of  the  different  coins.  Gold  coins  are  excessively  rare  and 
appear  only  very  seldom  on  the  market.  Leo  I  and  Hethum  I,  who  together  reigned  over 
70  years,  struck  the  largest  number  of  coins.  Pieces  of  these  two  reigns  are  therefore  relatively

common,  while  later  issues  are  much  scarcer.  Coins  of  the  last  five  kings  usually  turn  up  in 
rather  bad  state  of  preservation,  due  to  their  being  very  poorly  produced.

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COIN  PRODUCTION  IN  THE  ANCIENT  WORLD. 

By  Lloyd  R.  Laing. 

During  the  two  thousand  years  that  elapsed  between  the  production  of  the  first  coins  and 
the  invention  of  the  coining  press  by  Bramante  early  in  the  sixteenth  century,  few  innovations 
were  made  in  methods  of  coin  production. 

The  Origin  of  Coinage.  Before  considering  the  actual  techniques  employed  by  the  Ancients 
in  the  production  of  coins  it  is  necessary  to  understand  the  origin  of  coins  themselves. 

Coins  are  a  natural  development  of  barter,  rather  than  the  invention  of  one  man.  The 
purchase  of  an  article  today  is  merely  the  exchange  of  a  universally  acceptable  commodity, 
namely  coins  or  notes,  for  the  article  which  we  wish  to  buy.  Far  back  in  antiquity  such  a 
universal  unit  of  reckoning  varied  in  different  villages  or  districts:  one  area  might  calculate 
all  transactions  in  cattle1  whilst  another  might  reckon  in  measures  of  corn. 

During  the  expansion  of  trade,  which  is  one  of  the  characteristics  of  the  Bronze  Age  in 
Europe,  it  was  found  difficult  to  transport  such  inconvenient  units  of  exchange  long  distances, 
and  in  all  probability  the  village  with  which  they  were  trading  would  use  another  unit  of 
reckoning.  Thus  it  was  not  long  before  men  began  to  adopt  precious  metals  as  their  medium 
of  exchange,  as  these  were  both  easy  to  transport  and  universally  acceptable.  Metal  was  used 
as  a  medium  in  the  time  of  Abraham  (c.  2,000  b.c.)  and  in  Genesis  23,  16  it  is  stated  that 
“  Abraham  weighed  to  Ephron  the  silver,  which  he  had  named  in  the  audience  of  the  sons  of 
Heth,  four  hundred  shekels  of  silver,  current  money  with  the  merchant.”

At  this  date,  however,  the  metal  had  to  be  weighed  out  for  each  transaction,  which  was  a 
tedious  process.2  The  Egyptians  and  the  Babylonians,  though  advanced  in  many  respects, 
went  no  further  towards  the  making  of  coins,  and  it  was  left  to  the  Greeks  to  stamp  the  lumps 
of  metal  with  a  seal,  to  guarantee  their  weight  and  quality  and  thus  save  weighing  them  each 
time.  These,  then,  were  the  first  coins. 

Two  Methods  of  Striking.  The  earliest  known  coins  were  produced  by  two  methods. 
Either  a  design  was  engraved  on  a  die  set  in  an  anvil  and  the  lump  of  metal  driven  home  into 
the  die  with  a  punch  (anvil  striking)  or  the  metal  was  laid  on  the  anvil,  kept  in  position  by 
some  projections,  and  stamped  with  a  punch  engraved  with  the  design  (punch  striking). 
It  is  usually  easy  to  tell  from  ancient  coins  which  method  has  been  used,  as  the  uppermost 
side  of  the  lump  of  metal  bore  the  force  of  the  punch  first,  and  shows  a  definite  tendency 
towards  concavity.  Thus  if  an  archaic  coin  has  the  obverse  (in  the  case  of  early  coins  this  is 
always  the  side  bearing  the  design)  concave  it  is  punch  struck,  and  if  it  has  the  reverse  concave 
it  is  anvil  struck.  The  former  method  is  earlier,  as  it  is  nearer  to  the  practice  of  sealing.

The  Shape  of  the  Flan.  These  early  pieces  were  ovoid  or  bullet  shaped,  because  the  Greeks 
softened  the  lump  of  metal  before  striking,  and  metal  in  a  molten,  or  semi-molten,  state 
follows  its  natural  tendency  to  form  a  globular  shape,  in  order  to  expose  the  least  possible 
outer  surface.  The  force  of  the  punch  caused  the  globule  to  be  flattened  outwards  and  as  the 
punch  was  not  in  contact  with  the  whole  upper  surface  it  was  not  spread  out  evenly  to  form  a 
disc.  As  the  punches  became  larger  and  finally  developed  into  reverse  dies,  the  area  covered 
increased,  and  the  coins  became  more  circular. 

The  Manufacture  of  Flans.  In  order  to  ensure  a  fairly  even  shape,  flans  were  often  cast 
before  striking.  The  metal  was  poured  into  open  moulds  and  was  run  along  channels  into  the 
various  compartments,  giving  the  general  impression  of  a  branch  with  a  cluster  of  fruit.  These 
flans  were  then  broken  off  the  “  stems  ”  and  struck  as  usual.  The  mark  of  the  place  where 
the  flan  was  connected  to  the  “  stem  ”  can  often  be  seen  on  the  edge  of  ancient  coins.  Sometimes 
the  moulds  had  sloping  sides  to  enable  the  flan  to  be  removed  more  easily.  Among  the  coins 
which  show  sloping  sides  are  the  Ptolemaic  issues  in  Egypt.  These  coins  also  generally  show  a 
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slight  depression  in  the  centre  of  each  side  of  the  coin.  The  reason  for  this  is  somewhat  obscure, 
but  it  may  be  the  mark  of  a  bit  of  a  lathe,  used  in  turning  the  flans. 

Sometimes  the  coins  themselves  were  cast  rather  than  struck.  Examples  of  officially  cast 
coins  are  the  large  bronze  coins  of  the  early  Roman  Republic  and  the  potin  issues  of  Gaul 
of  the  first  century  b.c.  In  the  first  case  the  size  made  striking  difficult,  in  the  second  the  metal 
could  not  stand  the  shock  of  striking,  as  it  was  a  very  poor  alloy  of  silver. 

In  the  third  and  fourth  centuries  a.d.  barbarous  imitations  of  Roman  coins,  called  minimi, 
which  were  so  small  that  fifty  could  be  placed  on  a  halfpenny,  were  issued  in  Britain  and  Gaul. 
These  were  often  made  from  flans  cut  from  rods  of  metal. 

Gold  and  silver  Carthaginian  coins,  minted  about  240  b.c.  have  notched  or  “  serrated  ” 
edges.  This  feature  can  be  seen  on  slightly  later  Macedonian  bronze  coins,  on  Seleucid  bronze 
coins  of  Syria  of  the  second  century  b.c.  and  on  Roman  denarii  from  time  to  time  until  about 
69  B.c.  It  is  uncertain  why  this  was  done,  though  it  might  have  been  to  show  that  the  coins 
were  not  just  plated  but  pure  metal  right  through,  or  perhaps  it  might  have  been  merely  a 
fashion.  It  is  clear  however  that  the  notches  were  cut  after  the  coin  was  struck,  and  not  on  the 
blank  flan.  These  coins  must  not  be  confused  with  coins  which  have  cracks  on  the  edges 
caused  by  the  flan  edge  cracking  as  it  spread  out  under  the  pressure  of  the  die.

The  flans  for  mediaeval  coins  were  cut  from  sheets  of  hammered  out  metal  with  shears- 
The  flans  were  thin  on  account  of  the  scarcity  of  metal. 

The  Punches.  The  earliest  coins  do  not  have  a  single  incuse  where  the  punch  gripped  the 
metal,  but  usually  two  or  three  in  a  line.  All  the  incuses  on  a  single  coin  are  sunk  to  the  same 
depth.  In  the  case  of  the  earliest  coins  there  are  generally  two  square  incuses  on  either  side  of 
an  oblong  one  (Fig.  1)  and  on  the  later  Lydian  staters  two  square  depressions  set  closely 
together  (Fig.  2). 3 

As  it  would  have  been  almost  impossible  to  align  separate  punches  and  drive  them  home 
with  equal  pressure,  it  can  be  assumed  that  there  were  either  individual  punches  fastened 
together  in  some  way  or  a  single  punch  with  two,  or  three,  projections  on  the  base.  If  separate 
punches  were  used  the  motive  is  enigmatical,  unless  it  were  found  easier  to  replace  small 
square  punches  than  one  large  oblong  one,  or  that  they  were  found  to  grip  the  metal  better. 
It  is  possible  that  they  were  connected  in  the  form  of  a  trident. 

These  depressions,  or  incuses,  as  they  are  called,  are  often  deeply  sunk  into  the  metal,  and 
this  would  have  been  impossible  if  the  flans  had  been  struck  cold  as  they  are  today,  so  it  may 
be  deduced  that  they  were  struck  red  hot. 

Dies.  The  punch  was  gradually  improved  and  many  varieties  of  more  ornamental  form 
are  found.  Most  notable  among  these  is  the  swastika  punchmark  found  on  coins  of  Corinth 
c.  600  b.c.  By  the  middle  of  the  sixth  century  b.c.  we  find  reverse  types  being  engraved  on  the 
punches. 

The  obverse  type  is  generally  in  much  higher  relief  than  the  reverse  and  on  early  issues  of 
such  places  as  Athens,  Thebes,  Aegina,  Andros,  Coressia  or  Paros  we  find  a  tendency  to  use 
types  of  much  the  same  shape  as  globular  amphorae,  circular  shields  or  turtles. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  whereas  one  obverse  type  is  often  used  with  a  number  of 
reverse  types,  a  reverse  type  is  seldom  found  with  more  than  one  obverse  type.  An  example 
of  this  can  be  seen  in  the  bronze  coins  of  Athens  of  the  Imperial  period.  In  this  case  the  obverse 
type  of  the  head  of  Athena  is  used  in  conjunction  with  a  wide  variety  of  reverse  types.  This 
indicates  that  the  reverses  wore  out  much  more  quickly  than  the  obverses — a  fact  which  is 
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further  supported  by  the  mediaeval  custom  of  making  two  obverse  dies  to  one  reverse.  Another 
reason  for  this  is  that  the  obverse  type  was  the  main  one,  the  reverse  usually  being  subsidiary. 


In  classical  times  the  dies  were  made  of  iron,  steel  or  bronze,  and  were  often  engraved  by 
extremely  fine  artists.  In  early  times  there  was  no  connection  between  the  obverse  and  reverse 
dies,  or  pile  and  trussel  as  they  are  often  called.  Some  attempts  were  made  in  the  middle  of 
the  seventh  century  b.c.  to  obtain  allignment  between  the  dies,  so  that  on  turning  a  coin  over 
you  might  have  the  type  the  right  way  up,  but  it  was  not  until  the  second  century  b.c.  that  this 
became  general.  Of  the  very  few  dies  which  have  survived,  all  are  comparatively  late.  It  is 
known  from  a  die  of  Constans  found  in  France  that  in  the  late  Empire  dies  were  hinged  together, 
but  an  interesting  trussel  of  Hadrian  found  at  Verulamium  (St.  Albans)  in  '1930  shows  that 
there  was  no  connection  between  upper  and  lower  dies.  It  is  merely  a  rough  lump  of  metal 
with  a  flat  base  rather  larger  than  the  upper  portion  engraved  with  the  type  of  the  Emperor 
being  greeted  by  Roma.  The  legend  is  adventvs  avg.  (Cohen  84.).  It  is  of  hard  bronze 
(Fig.  3).  In  the  case  of  a  pair  of  dies  of  Faustina  II  found  in  France,  the  upper  die  fitted 
on  to  the  lower  like  the  lid  of  a  box.  A  large  number  of  clay  moulds  for  forging  Roman  coins 
have  also  been  found. 

The  moneyer’s  equipment  is  illustrated  on  the  reverse  of  a  denarius  of  Titus  Carisius, 
issued  c.  45  b.c.  The  trussel  and  pile  are  shown  between  tongs  and  a  hammer,  the  former  for 
lifting  the  red-hot  blanks,  the  latter  for  driving  the  trussel  home  (Fig.  4). 

Eccentricities  of  Form.  Mention  must  be  made  of  saucer-shaped  gold  coins  made  in  the 
Rhine-Danube  area  by  the  Celts  in  the  first  century  b.c.  These  are  known  as  “  Vindelician 
Regenbogenschiisselchen  ”4  [ Rainbow  “  little  dishes  ”]  and  owe  their  peculiar  shape  to  having 
been  struck  on  a  non-resistant  material  such  as  leather,  instead  of  an  anvil. 

This  same  shape  can  be  seen  in  the  so-called  “  scyphates  ”  of  the  late  Byzantine  Empire.5 
These  beautiful  gold  and  silver  coins  have  types  on  both  sides,  and  a  wide  margin  round. 

Rather  similar  to  these  are  the  mediaeval  “  bracteates.”  These  are  struck  on  very  thin  metal, 
and  have  a  type  on  one  side  only,  the  design  showing  through  on  the  reverse  in  intaglio.  They 
were  probably  struck  on  wood,  and  are  of  fairly  high  artistic  merit. 

In  describing  coins  with  reverse  types  in  incuse  certain  issues  of  the  Greek  colonies  in 
South  Italy  must  be  mentioned.  These  are  the  large  silver  staters  of  Sybaris,  Caulonia, 
Poseidonia  and  Metapontum,  issued  in  the  sixth  century  B.c.  They  generally  have  their 
obverse  type  in  relief,  and  a  reverse  type  almost  the  same,  in  incuse.  In  these  cases  the  flans 
were  hammered  out  very  thin  and  hard  before  they  were  struck.  These  have  no  connection 
with  brockages,  where  one  coin  becomes  wedged  under  another  during  striking,  leaving  an 
impression  of  the  type  in  incuse. 

Some  Greek  bronze  coins  issued  in  India  are  square,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  natives 
had  been  accustomed  to  using  coins  cut  from  sheets  of  metal  which  were  easier  to  cut  square 
than  round,  and  were  unwilling  to  use  any  form  of  coin  other  than  that  with  which  they  were 
familiar. 

Silver  Plated  Coins.  In  times  of  economic  crisis,  emergency  issues  of  base  metal  coins 
(usually  bronze)  coated  with  silver  to  look  pure  were  issued  by  the  authorities.  Such  coins 
must  not  be  mistaken  for  forgeries.  These  emergency  plated  coins  include  an  issue  made  in 
Athens  in  406  B.c.  during  the  slump  following  the  Peloponnesian  War,  and  a  number  of 
denarii  of  the  Roman  Republic. 

There  were  several  possible  methods  of  doing  this,  the  first  and  simplest  was  that  of  dipping 
the  coin  in  a  bath  of  molten  silver,  the  coin  perhaps  being  cleaned  in  a  bath  of  borax  or  potash 
before  dipping.  It  is  likely  that  the  coin  was  dipped  before  it  was  struck,  as  the  actual  striking 
would  harden  the  silver  coat  and  make  it  more  permanent. 

A  second  method  was  that  of  coating  the  coin  in  silver  amalgam  (silver  dissolved  in 
mercury)  and  then  heating  it  to  evaporate  the  mercury.  This,  however,  was  very  dangerous  as 
mercury  fumes  are  highly  poisonous. 

Another  method,  which  is  a  type  of  electrolytic  process,  was  the  immersion  of  the  coin  in 
a  bath  of  silver  salt,  in  contact  with  iron  or  some  similar  base  metal. 
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Fig.  5. 

The  method  probably  used  in  late  Roman  times  was  the  process  of  “  blanching.”  By  this 
process  the  blanks  were  made  out  of  a  copper  silver  alloy.  The  coin  would  then  be  heated  over 
a  charcoal  fire,  in  order  to  form  a  copper  oxide  coating,  under  which  there  would  be  a  rich 
silver  layer.  This  oxide  coat  would  then  be  removed  by  immersion  in  saline  solution.  The 
coin  was  struck  after  blanching,  which,  as  aforesaid,  would  also  stabilize  the  silver  coating. 
On  occasions,  in  the  late  Empire,  a  base  white  metal  coating  was  given  to  the  coins. 

Forgery  and  Casting.  The  equipment  of  forgers  has  been  found  on  many  sites  in  Britain 
and  France,  notably  at  Castor  and  Lingwell  Gate.  At  Lingwell  Gate  this  comprised  of  a  crucible 
and  a  number  of  moulds  used  for  casting  denarii  of  the  early  third  century  a.d.,  the  reigns 
represented  in  Britain  include  Septimius  Severus,  Caracalla,  Geta,  Julia  Domna,  Plautilla 
and  Severus  Alexander. 

The  moulds  are  about  one  sixth  of  an  inch  thick  and  bear  the  impression  of  denarii  on 
both  sides.  A  small  runnel  is  left  for  the  metal  to  flow  into  the  mould. 

The  moulds  were  then  stacked  in  piles  of  eight  or  more  (this  means  four  coins  could  be 
cast  from  each  pile)  and  several  piles  grouped  together,  encased  in  a  clay  shell,  and  the  molten 
metal  poured  in  (Fig.  5).  This  would  mean  that  at  least  24  coins  could  be  cast  at  one  time. 

Within  the  scope  of  this  article  it  has  been  impossible  to  give  details  of  all  the  methods 
employed,  and  there  still  remain  many  problems  connected  with  processes  of  coin  production 
in  the  Ancient  World  which  I  have  been  unable  to  mention.  The  subject  offers  a  wide  and 
interesting  field  for  collectors  of  early  coins. 

Rome  used  this  unit  of  reckoning,  and  the  latin  for  money,  “  pecunia  ”  is  derived  from  “  pecus  ”  a  head  of 
cattle. 

Coin  size  lumps  of  metal  were  used  in  the  11th  century  B.c.  in  Cyprus. 

Punches  were  often  broken  nails,  the  fracture  being  difficult  to  forge. 

The  name  alludes  both  to  their  shape  and  the  legend  that  gold  is  to  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  rainbow.  The 
Vindelicians  were  a  Germanic  tribe.

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THE  MAG  AT  AM  A  OR  “CURVED  JEWELS”  OF  JAPAN. 

By  Anthony  Wootton. 

Illustrated  are  a  number  of  the  enigmatical  objects  known  as  magatama  (Etym.  prob. : 
maga,  curved;  tama ,  a  jewel)  from  Japan  and  the  nearby  Ryu-kyu  Islands.  Some  authorities 
have  suggested  that  they  might  have  been  used  in  former  times  as  a  medium  of  exchange  or 
currency,  not  only  throughout  the  mainland  of  Japan  and  in  the  Ryu-kyu  Islands,  but  also  in 
Sakhalin,  and  even  perhaps  in  Korea.  However,,  there  seems  to  be  no  direct  evidence  to 
support  the  currency  theory  for  magatama ,  and  in  this  note  I  shall  review  some  of  the  relevant 
observations  made  about  them  by  writers  on  “  things  Japanese,”  adding  some  few  comments 
of  my  own.  Munro,1  for  example,  writes: 

“  From  the  great  numbers  which  have  been  found,  it  might  ...  be  argued  that  the  .  .  . 
claw  or  comma  shaped  ‘  Magatama  ’  of  agate,  jade,  etc.  .  .  .  were  used  as  a  means  as  well 
as  a  token  of  wealth.”* 

In  addition,  Borlase2  quotes  Von  Siebold  as  saying: 

“  ...  as  valuables  they  formed  a  means  of  barter,  and  were  perhaps  the  origin  of  the 
currency,  being  in  use  in  the  whole  kingdom  from  one  end  to  the  other.” 

E.  S.  Hartland,3  who  gave  nos.  1-5  of  the  magatama  illustrated  here  to  the  Pitt  Rivers 
Museum  at  Oxford,  also  speaks  of  their  possible  use  as  currency  in  early  Japan,  and  in  the 
Ryu-kyu  Islands  as  late  as  the  turn  of  the  century.  Again,  Mr.  Sadakazu  Taniguchi,  Press  and 
Cultural  Attache  at  the  Japanese  Embassy  in  London,  writes  (in  personal  correspondence) 
that  it  is  possible  magatama  were  used  as  “  a  means  of  exchanging  goods”  Mr.  J.  Langewis 
of  Zaandam,  Holland,  who  has  specialist  knowledge  of  many  aspects  of  Japanese  culture, 
writes  (also  in  personal  correspondence)  to  the  same  effect. 

Now,  if  we  accept  Quiggin’s4  threefold  nomenclature  of  (a)  barter  or  mere  exchange  of 
goods,  (b)  currency  or  media  of  exchange,  and  (c)  money  or  tokens  of  value  or  wealth,  then 
the  above  statements  seem  to  argue  the  use  for  magatama  more  as  a  medium  of  exchange 
(or  currency),  for  example  in  a  dowry.  This  would  be  logical  enough,  since  the  (in  most 
cases)  beautiful  finish  of  the  magatama  would  make  them  valued  in  themselves.  In  other 
words  they  were  probably  not  mere  tokens  of  value  (i.e.  money):  tokens  need  never  be  beautiful 
in  themselves — they  merely  represent  wrealth.  On  the  other  hand,  media  of  exchange  are 
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often  in  themselves  highly  valued,  as  well  as  serving  their  primary  functions  as  means  of 
measuring  the  worth  of  other  kinds  of  goods. 

Nevertheless,  none  of  the  above  is  concrete  evidence  in  support  of  the  currency  theory’  for 
magatama.  Obviously,  the  number  of  kinds  of  valued  objects  that  might  have  been  used  as 
currency  is  legion:  the  list  could  be  extended  almost  indefinitely. 

Whatever  the  arguments  for  and  against  the  use  of  magatama  as  currency ,  it  is  certain  that 
they  were  used  as  highly  valued  ornaments  at  least  from  early  historic  times,  as  is  shown  by 
their  portrayal  on  the  ancient  pottery  Hanizva  figures.  They  also  appear  to  have  had  a  con¬ 
siderable  religious  and  mythological  significance,  in  that  they  played  an  important  part  in  the 
protection  of  the  descendants  of  the  Sun  Goddess.  In  the  Jomon  or  Neolithic  period  they 
were  valued  as  charms,  and  since  the  earliest  magatama  must  almost  certainly  have  been  the 
claws  or  teeth  of  wild  animals,  they  probably  originally  had  sympathetic-magic  value — i.e. 
the  possession  of  an  animal’s  claw  or  tooth  (or  a  copy  of  one)  would  give  the  hunter  power 
over  that  species  in  the  hunt.  Later,  towards  the  end  of  the  Jomon  period  (c.  2000-250  b.c.), 
magatama  were  being  cut  out  of  stone  of  various  kinds.  Finally,  we  find  them  made  in  a 
great  variety  of  materials:  agate,  jasper,  chalcedony,  serpentine,  steatite  (soapstone),  jade, 
chrysophrase,  nephrite  ( hisui ),  topaz,  amethyst,  cornelian,  quartz  (including  rokan  or  blue 
quartz),  glass  (green,  blue  and  white),  and  clay.

UNION  OF  SOUTH  AFRICA  COMMEMORATION  MEDAL. 

By  A.  F.  Flatow. 

The  Roll  of  recipients  of  this  rare  medal  is  held  by  the  Commonwealth  Relations  Office 
and  it  is  thought  that  perhaps  a  few  notes  on  the  subject  might  be  of  interest  to  medal  collectors. 

The  medal  was  authorised  by  King  George  the  Fifth  on  the  3rd  October,  1910,  “  ...  to 
those  of  Our  faithful  subjects  and  others  who  have  rendered  special  services  in  connection 
with  the  establishment  of  Our  said  Union  of  South  Africa  or  in  connection  with  the  opening 
of  the  First  Parliament  thereof,  and  such  award  shall  be  made  only  on  a  recommendation  to 
Us  by  Our  Principal  Secretary  of  State  having  the  Department  of  the  Colonies.”  A  full 
description  of  the  ribbon  and  medal,  which  was  issued  unnamed,  appears  in  Dorling’s 
“  Ribbons  and  Medals.” 

The  Roll  is  neatly  hand- written,  with  the  names  of  the  recipients  in  alphabetical  order  and 
numbered  from  1  to  580.  According  to  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Royal  Mint  for  the  years 
1910  and  1911,  551  and  35  medals  respectively  were  struck,  so  the  remaining  six  were  no 
doubt  issued  for  official  record  purposes ;  the  Curator  of  the  Mint  confirms  that  further  copies 
have  been  struck  occasionally  during  the  past  fifty  years  “  for  Museums  etc.” 

The  Roll  shows  the  name,  rank  etc.  of  the  recipient  and  also  his  (or  her)  official  position 
at  the  time  of  the  award.  The  following  extracts  will  give  an  idea  of  the  variety  of  these

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

“  Roman  Coins  and  Archaeology.”  Having  read  Mr.  Richard  Reece’s  criticism,  in 
the  October  Bulletin,  of  my  article  (“  Roman  Coins  and  Archaeology,”  August,  1962),  I  fail 
to  understand  how  he  can  see  more  in  my  words  than  I  can  myself. 

Taking  each  point  he  makes,  I  find  that: — 

(1)  He  implies  that  I  suggested  that  all  coins  from  excavated  sites  need  cleaning,  whereas 
I  merely  stated  that  archaeologists  sometimes  immerse  coins  in  lemon  juice  to  remove  the 
oxidation  in  order  to  read  the  legend  and  thus  find  the  possible  date  of  a  layer  or  foundation. 

(2)  Regarding  the  ruined  cella,  I  stated  that  it  was  only  possible  to  recover  any  substantial 
finds  if  the  fort,  in  its  last  days  of  existence,  was  destroyed  by  barbarian  attack. 

It  was  taken  for  granted  that  the  Roman  army  would  salvage  anything  of  value — if  they 
should  ever  return  to  that  area. 

(3)  I  have  yet  to  find  in  my  article  any  inference  at  all  to  this  point;  namely — that  an 
archaeologist  first  cleans  his  own  coins,  presumably  the  entire  find,  then  sends  them  to  a 
numismatist  for  a  report  on  them. 

(4)  When  I  stated  that  there  would  be  many  coins  to  be  shared  by  museums  and  collectors 
if  the  Chester  amphitheatre  was  excavated,  I  did  not  envisage  the  Chester  museum  officials 
or  the  excavators  handing  out  coins  ad  lib  and  gratis  to  coin  collectors. 

I  also  hope  that  Mr.  Reece  doesn’t  think  that  all  coins  sold  by  dealers  and  bought  by 
collectors  come  solely  from  Italian  and  other  European  sources. 

(5)  This  article  of  mine  was  written  two  years  ago,  and  the  1960  edition  of  the  Ministry 
of  Works  Guide-book  on  Caerwent  still  mentions  that — “  less  than  twro  dozen  coins  have  been 
found  covering  the  600  years  from  the  sixth  to  the  eleventh  centuries,  while  medieval  pottery 
immediately  overlies  the  Roman  with  little,  if  any,  intervening  occupational  layers.” — Allan 
Hartwell,  Abertillery,  Mon. 

Ghost  Link  in  Coins  Puzzle.  Armchair  detectives  are  trying  to  solve  a  York  mystery — 
“  the  case  of  the  collector’s  coins  ” — that  baffled  the  deputy  City  Coroner,  Mr.  G.  P.  Knowles, 
and  a  seven-man  jury  when  they  took  part  in  a  treasure-trove  inquest  the  other  day.  Mr. 
Knowles  likened  the  affair  to  a  Sherlock  Holmes-Dr.  Watson  episode. 

It  all  started  when  a  collection  of  rare  coins,  valued  at  £7,000,  was  discovered  in  a  city 
bingo  hall  during  the  clearing  out  of  an  office.  They  were  later  identified  at  the  inquest  as 
belonging  to  a  Mr.  Charles  Wakefield,  one-time  curator  of  the  Yorkshire  Museum,  who  died 
44  years  ago. 
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Mr.  Wakefield,  a  noted  numismatist,  kept  his  coins  in  shallow  drawers,  velvet-lined  and 
ribbed  to  keep  the  exhibits  in  order.  Some  of  these  drawers  formed  part  of  two  bookcases 
that  were  bought  at  a  1951  auction  by  Mr.  J.  X.  Prendergast,  former  owner  of  the  bingo  hall. 

He  kept  the  bookcases  in  his  old  office  at  the  hall — formerly  the  Rialto  Cinema — always 
intending  to  open  the  locked  drawers  when  he  could  get  round  to  having  new  keys  made. 
For  as  he  said  at  the  inquest  the  drawers  were  so  shallow  he  did  not  think  they  contained 
anything  of  value. 

Inquiries  made  by  the  Coroner’s  Officer,  Police  Constable  Wilfred  Jordan,  failed  to  fill  in 
the  32-year  gap  between  1919  when  Mr.  Wakefield’s  effects  were  sold  and  1951  then  Mr. 
Prendergast  bought  the  bookcases  for  £4  10s  each.  Constable  Jordan  turned  up  contem¬ 
porary  newspaper  accounts  of  Air.  Wakefield’s  will.  In  this  he  left  the  residue  of  his  estate 
to  the  Yorkshire  School  for  the  Blind.  But  Constable  Jordan  could  find  no  reference  to  a 
coin  collection. 

One  lighthearted  solution  put  forward  yesterday  links  the  affair  with  the  Yorkshire 
Museum’s  ghost  story  of  eight  years  ago.  Well-established  reports  then  spoke  of  an  apparition 
— “  an  elderly  man  in  Edwardian  frock  coat  and  trousers  ” — walking  through  the  museum’s 
library.  Mr.  Wakefield,  who  was  74  when  he  died,  would  have  worn  similar  clothes  at  the 
museum  and  might,  say  the  theorists,  have  been  trying  to  contact  the  living  to  complain  about 
the  neglect  of  his  collection.  It  is  said  the  ghost  was  seen  every  fourth  Sunday  in  succession 
for  12  weeks. 

Meanwhile,  the  coins  are  in  safe  keeping  until  the  rightful  owner  can  make  out  a  claim. 
Among  those  with  an  interest  are  the  Yorkshire  School  for  the  Blind,  Mr.  Prendergast  and 
Mecca  Ltd.,  the  new  owners  of  the  bingo  hall. —  Yorkshire  Post,  20 th  October ,  1962.

War  Medals  Display  in  Church.  Medals  of  servicemen  killed  in  both  World  Wars 
will  be  displayed  in  the  parish  church  at  Bosharn,  Sussex,  during  the  Remembrance  Day 
service  there  on  November  11. 

The  idea  was  suggested  by  the  local  British  Legion  branch.  Said  the  branch  president, 
Vice-Admiral  Sir  Kaye  Edden:  “We  are  asking  relatives  of  those  killed  in  the  two  wars  to 
bring  the  medals  to  the  church.  They  will  be  displayed  on  a  table  under  plaques  bearing 
the  names  of  the  fallen.  We  think  it  is  a  very  good  idea,  and  I  have  not  heard  of  it  being  done 
anywhere  else.”  The  British  Legion  will  provide  a  guard  for  the  medals. — Evening  News , 
19 th  October,  1962. 

Mint  Engravers  Ban  Overtime.  The  coin  engravers  at  the  Royal  Mint — there  are 
six  of  them,  and  one  is  an  apprentice — have  decided  not  to  work  any  more  overtime  until  the 
Alint  authorities  take  some  definite  action  on  their  pay  claim.  Since  August  the  engravers 
have  been  working  eight  hours’  overtime  each  week. 

An  official  of  their  union,  the  Institution  of  Professional  Civil  Servants,  said  last  night  that 
the  pay  claim  had  first  been  submitted  two  years  ago.  At  present  the  men  work  on  scales 
with  maxima  of  £988,  £1,128,  £1,388,  and  £1,602.  The  claim  is  for  these  to  be  raised  to 
£1,352,  £1,800,  £2,200,  and  £2,571.  The  institution  also  want  the  engravers’  hours  reduced 
from  47  to  42. 

The  overtime  ban  comes  after  a  suggestion  by  the  Treasury  that  the  claim  should  go  before 
the  Pay  Research  Unit,  a  process  which  would  probably  mean  a  year’s  delay  before  a  decision 
was  reached.  “  Eighteen  months  ago,”  the  institution  officials  said,  “  the  Treasury  said  the 
claim  could  not  go  to  the  unit  because  such  small  numbers  of  men  were  involved.  Now  they 
appear  to  have  changed  their  minds.” 

The  deputy  Alastcr  of  the  Alint,  Air.  J.  H.  James,  had  an  informal  meeting  yesterday 
with  the  assistant  secretary  of  the  institution,  Aliss  A.  C.  Hilton,  to  discuss  the  problem. 
Afterwards  Miss  Hilton  reported  to  the  engravers,  who  decided  to  stick  to  their  decision  to 
ban  overtime.  Apart  from  the  general  4  per  cent  increase  given  in  Alay  this  year,  the  engravers 
last  received  a  rise  in  May,  1958. — Times,  16 th  October,  1962. 

Old  Coins  Find  at  Haworth.  About  50  old  coins — including  eight  half  sovereigns — 
have  been  found  during  structural  alterations  at  the  Bronte  Guest  House,  Haworth,  by  two 
sons  of  the  proprietor,  Mr.  N.  Whittle.  The  coins  were  discovered  when  an  oak  beam  in  a 
disused  cellar  below  the  former  kitchen,  was  taken  down.  Said  17-year  old  Ian  Whittle: 
“  I  heard  a  clatter  but  didn’t  know  what  it  was,  and  then  we  saw  two  coins  fall  down.  We 
picked  up  all  those  we  could  see  but  many  more  may  have  been  lost  in  the  dirt  or  fallen  down 
behind  the  wall.”  The  half  sovereigns  are  in  almost  perfect  condition,  still  retaining  the 
knurled  edge,  and  they  appear  to  have  been  used  very  little.  Although  not  all  of  the  same  year 
they  are  about  130  years  old. 
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Ian’s  elder  brother.  Grant,  who  is  on  holiday  from  work  at  Manchester  helping  with  the 
alterations,  said:  “  We  were  putting  a  new  floor  in  the  kitchen.  We  took  the  flags  up  and 
then  came  to  the  beams.  The  coins  shuttered  out  as  we  brought  one  of  the  beams  down. 
They  may  have  been  hidden  in  a  hollow  in  the  wood,  but  we  really  couldn’t  tell.” 

In  addition  to  the  half  sovereigns  worth  about  32s  6d  but  maybe  considerably  more  to  a 
collector — the  brothers  found  some  halfpennies,  pennies  and  a  few  other  coins  which  were 
not  easily  identifiable.  Most  were  in  good  condition.  The  earliest  discernible  date  was 
1775  on  a  coin  slightly  larger  than  the  present  day  halfpenny. — Bradford  Telegraph  and  Argus, 
25th  September ,  1962. 

Finders  will  get  £500  for  Coins  Treasure.  Seven  silver  pennies  minted  in  the  early 
12th  century  and  found  during  archaeological  excavations  at  Llantrithyd,  in  the  Vale  of 
Glamorgan,  were  declared  “  treasure  trove  ”  by  the  East  Glamorgan  Coroner,  Mr.  Owen  Rees, 
at  a  Cowbridge  inquest.  The  verdict  means  the  coins  are  now  seized  for  the  Crown,  although 
the  finders  will  be  rewarded  with  their  full  value  estimated  to  be  £500.  The  coins  were 
unearthed  by  the  Cardiff  Archaeological  Society  at  Cross  Farm,  Llantrithyd.  They  were 
minted  during  the  reign  of  Henry  I  and  were  found  on  the  site  of  what  was  once  a  medieval 
moated  manor  house. 

Mr.  R.  H.  M.  Dolley,  of  the  department  of  coins  and  medals  at  the  British  Museum, 
London,  the  foremost  authority  on  early  medieval  coins,  said  it  was  the  custom  in  the  early 
12th  century  for  coins  to  be  called  in  every  three  years  and  be  replaced  by  new  coins  which 
differed  from  the  previous  issue.  The  coins  in  question  had  been  minted  between  1125  and 
1128  and  had  doubled  the  known  number  of  coins  of  that  period  now  in  existence.  During 
that  time  there  were  50  mints  in  the  United  Kingdom.  The  coins  bore  the  name  of  the  town 
where  they  were  minted  and  the  man  who  struck  them.  One  of  the  seven  coins  was  minted 
in  Cardiff  by  a  man  named  Walter.  Two  others  were  minted  in  Wilton,  and  one  each  at 
Winchester,  Bristol  and  Shaftesbury.  Mr.  Dolley  said  it  was  probable  they  had  been  collected 
by  their  owner  on  a  journey  from  Winchester  to  Llantrithyd.  He  did  not  think  they  had  been 
lost  but  had  been  hidden.  There  were  no  banks  in  those  days  and  a  hole  in  the  wall,  or  a 
beam,  were  used  to  hide  money.  It  was  probable  the  coins  were  part  of  a  far  larger  sum 
hidden  by  a  man  who  died  and  was  unable  to  collect  them. 

During  the  inquest  the  seven  coins  lay  on  a  table  and  at  the  end  were  taken  away  by  Mr. 
Dolley.  The  coroner  said  they  would  probably  be  returned  to  Wales  for  the  National  Museum. 
— South  Wales  Echo ,  October  12,  1962. 

N.B. — The  Cardiff  coin  is  a  type  XI  (“  double  inscription  ”)  penny  of  Henry  I. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  two  recent  papers,  R.  H.  M.  Dolley  and  F.  Elmore  Jones 
ascribe  the  Stephen  type  I  pennies  from  London-made  dies  reading  “  cardi  ”  to  Cardiff. 
These,  of  course,  were  previously  given  to  Carlisle. — P.A.R. 


NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


Bath  and  Bristol  Num.  Soc.  The  opening  meeting 
of  the  1962/63  session  was  held  at  Bath  on  October  5th, 
and  was  devoted  to  members’  papers  and  displays. 

H.  Dando  exhibited  a  very  fine  dekadrachm  of 
Syracuse  and  A.  A.  Jones  a  Spanish  dollar  of  1779 
ffom  the  Mexico  City  Mint.  Bernard  Brown  showed  a 
fine  medal  by  B.  Wyon  depicting  William  of  Wykeham’s 
tomb  and  also  displayed  coins  of  North  Africa,  the  East 
India  Company  and  the  English  colonies  in  America. 

K.  G.  Smith  showed  medallions  issued  to  commem¬ 
orate  George  Ill’s  visits  to  Southampton,  Weymouth  and 
Plymouth  during  his  1789  tour  of  the  South  West  and 
traced  the  king’s  itinerary  by  means  of  contemporary 
newspaper  reports.  Mr.  Smith  also  showed  a  specimen 
of  the  medallion  (D.  &  H.  Somerset  no.  27)  inscribed 
“  Visited  Bath  City,  Sept.  10,  1789  ”  and  said  that  this 
piece  was  remarkable  as  no  such  visit  took  place. 

Coventry  and  District  Num.  Soc.  The  one- 
hundredth  meeting  of  the  Society,  held  on  October  5th, 
will  be  long  remembered  by  the  members  for  on  this 
occasion  they  were  very  privileged  to  be  able  to  listen 
to  Wyndham  S.  Boundy  talking  about  “  Gold  Coins 
Through  the  Ages.”  We  felt  very  privileged,  also,  to  be 
allowed  to  see  the  magnificent  colour  slides  which  Mr. 
Boundy  had  brought  with  him  from  his  home  at 
Westward  Ho.  These  slides,  which  had  been  reproduced 
from  items  in  Mr.  Boundy’s  collection  by  two  members 
of  the  Bideford  Camera  Club — Messrs.  Stanley  Wright 
and  J.  E.  Reynolds — were  shown  to  perfection  by 
Mr.  Boundy’s  companion,  Tom  McLean. 

What  beautiful  slides  they  were!  One  could  really 
understand  from  these  slides  why  so  many  collectors 


treasure  gold  coins  above  all  others.  What  charm  and 
beauty  these  pieces  showed!  What  scintillating  bril¬ 
liance!  And  to  add  to  the  slides  Mr.  Boundy  brought 
gold  pieces  with  him  for  exhibition  and  also  many  books 
on  gold  coins.  He  is  to  be  congratulated  not  only  on  the 
remarkable  and  carefully  selected  coins  he  chose  to 
show  us  from  *he  many  in  his  collection,  he  is  also  to  be 
congratulated  on  the  outstanding  story  he  built  round 
them. 

We  learnt  of  malleability  and  ductibility — we  were 
told  of  the  influence  of  the  “  eternal  metal  ”  over  men 
and  nations.  To  add  to  the  interest  of  his  talk  Mr. 
Boundy  discoursed  on  man’s  frailties  and  human  greed 
— on  art  and  beauty — on  legend — on  Latin  inscriptions 
and  their  meaning.  Who  among  us  could  look  at  the 
beauty  of  a  sovereign  of  thirty  shillings  of  Tudor  days 
without  being  thrilled  ?  Who  could  view  the  lovely 
slides  of  nobles  and  angels,  gold  crowns  and  guineas, 
unites  and  sovereigns,  ryals  and  laurels  .  .  .  without 
being  equally  thrilled.  Who  could  hear  Mr.  Boundy’s 
story  of  gold  and  trade,  of  gold  in  the  world’s  great 
empires  without  becoming  completely  absorbed  ? 

We  congratulate  Mr.  Boundy  most  whole-heartedly 
on  his  talk  and  his  slides,  on  his  assistants  and  on  his 
collection.  And  from  the  slides  shown  we  select  as  the 
slide  of  the  evening  the  breath-taking  stater  of  Alexander 
the  Great — here  was  magnificence  indeed. 

Huddersfield  Num  Soc.  A  joint  meeting  of  the 
Huddersfield  and  Sheffield  Numismatic  Societies  held 
at  the  Tolson  Museum,  Huddersfield,  at  the  end  of 
September,  proved  so  successful  that  it  may  well  be 
the  first  of  a  series  of  annual  joint  meetings. 
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A.  Porritt,  the  Huddersfield  president,  was  in  the 
chair,  and  after  his  racy  speech  of  welcome  the  attendance 
of  close  on  50  spent  the  afternoon  inspecting  at  leisure 
a  remarkable  collection  of  coins  and  medals,  tabled 
mainly  by  the  Huddersfield  members. 

These  included  enamelled  coins,  pattern  or  proof 
crown  pieces,  Roman  denarii  of  the  12  Caesars,  Ancient 
and  Roman  British  coins  in  N,  >R  and  Ai,  Roman 
Republic  silver  and  Biblical  and  Judaea  Capta  pieces  in 
AT,  .41  and  Ai.  More  modern  series  were  represented  by 
tokens  of  the  18th,  19th  and  20th  centuries,  rare  curious 
currencies  of  Siam  and  China,  Swedish  plate  money, 
talers  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire,  coins  of  Austria, 
Hungary  and  of  the  republics  of  Austria,  Czechoslovakia 
and  Hungary  were  also  shown.  There  were  also 
ancient  Russian  coins,  a  tray  of  coins  of  every  reign  from 
Alfred  the  Great  to  the  present  day  (including  an 
Edward  VIII  threepenny  piece),  crown  pieces  from 
the  reign  of  James  I,  a  bronze  farthing  of  1860  believed 
unique.  Coronation  medals  from  James  I  and  an  assort¬ 
ment  of  commemorative  and  service  medals. 

The  Sheffield  members  were  later  entertained  to  tea. 


Orders  and  Medals  Research  Society.  The 

Annual  General  Meeting  took  place  on  September  29 
with  some  thirty-six  members  present.  L.  F.  Guille, 
the  Hon  Secretary,  reported  that  the  membership 
remained  constant  at  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  and 
that  the  financial  position  was  satisfactory.  It  was 
decided  that  the  Society’s  Annual  Prize  for  the  best 
research  during  the  year  should  be  awarded  to  Sqdn. 
Leader  F.  E.  Rymills,  D.F.C.,  D.F.M.,  for  his  article 
on  the  1842  clasp  to  the  China  Medal. 

Charles  Tozer  was  re-elected  President  for  a  further 
twelve  months  and  the  remainder  of  the  officers  were 
re-elected.  Messrs.  Batty  and  Smith,  who  retired  from 
the  Committee,  were  also  re-elected.  After  a  successful 
auction  Mr.  Sharland  gave  an  interesting  talk  on  the 
Order  of  Malta.  After  tracing  the  history  of  the  Order 
from  the  earliest  times  he  went  on  to  describe  some  of 
the  insignia  of  the  various  degrees  illustrating  his  talk 
with  specimens  from  his  collection  of  ribbons  and  many 
colourful  pictures.  The  meeting  ended  with  the  usual 
“  natter  ”  between  members.
